We care about the health of our residents, and it is our goal to provide a comfortable community 

where you can breathe clean air. All current residents will be required to sign a smoke-free 

addendum during the lease renewal process, whenever permitted under their lease agreement. 

All new residents will be required to sign a lease that includes the smoke-free policy and 

effective date.  

 This rule applies to all residents, guests, maintenance, personnel and staff. 

 Smoking is not permitted in private homes, common areas or anywhere else on the 

property.
